WOODLANTJ, Cal., July2.—Fire yester- 


day afternoon in the business portion 
of the town caused a very heavy loss 
and was attended with several fatali- 
ties. W. W. Porter, superintendent ol 
the Woodland water works was killed 
by falling walls, and an unknown man 
was burned to death in the Jackson 
block. George Tobias inhaled flames 
and is reported to be dying. 


About 1 o'clock fire broke out in a 


barn in the alley back of Main street. 
The fire made rapid headway and be- 
fore anything could be done was de- 
vouring the Jackson block occupied by 
the opera house. Shelton's drug store, 
Duncan's shoe house, the grocery of 
Forester & Hodge, a saloon, restaurant 
and several other small places. 


The Exchange block was next at- 


tacked by the dames, and owing to the 
scarcity of water burned rapidly and 
was not long in becoming a moss of 
ruins. The block was occupied by the 
Exchange hotel. Hester's grocery, a 
number of saloons and lawyers' offices. 


The Bcamer block, occupied by a 


number of small stores, was also partly 
burned. 


The fire was not under oontrol until 


4 o'clock. A fire engine arrived from 
Sacraraanto abcmt 2:30 and materially 
assisted in extinguishing the flames. 
The losses aggregate fully $200,000, on 
which there is insurance amounting 
about half that sum.

A BBIEF HISTORY OP THB COMPANY. 


H. Mueller, the founder of the H. Mu- 


eller M'f'g Company, the H. Mueller 
Plumbing and Heating Company and 
the H. Mueller Gun Company, came to 
Deoutur in 1857 and started a gun re- 
pairing shop in the old Fanst property on 
West Main street, in a frame bnilding on 
the ground now occupied by the Globe 
Hotel. They occupied this building one 
year and then moved to the store room 
now occupied by the N. W. Bncker res- 
taurant on North Water street. The fol- 
lowing year H. Mueller and family moved 
to Pike's Peak. .Returning to Decutnr 
in the spring of 1861, Mr. Mueller again 
started business in a frame bnilding on 
East Main street, on the site now occu- 
pied by the east store of the Linn & 
Sornggs Dry Goods and Carpet Com- 
pany. They occupied this room until 
1872, when H. Mueller built the bnild- 
ing now occupied by the H. Mnller 
MTg Company. It was about this 
time that H. Mueller was appointed 
city tapper by the city council.
